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Fishing schooner Senator Lodge, 1893. The deck of a working fisherman is a congestion of dories, hatches, checkerboards, gurry 
kid, an’ whatnot in the way of trawl gear for the dories. This deck scene is comparatively a very tidy one. By 1893, some schooners, 
including the Lodge, still had wooden log pumps fitted at their main fife rails instead of shipping patent iron pumps. Note how the 
after hatch is battened with a single iron strap. The observant reader may spot that the main throat—and peak halyards are rove 
through short bridles at the gaff jaws to prevent their fouling the jaw ends when tacking. (Model and photo: Erik A.R. Ronnberg, Jr.) 
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Fishing schooner Senator Lodge, 1893. This view of the Lodge’s cutwater and foredeck stands in stark contrast to the simple profile 
and cramped foredeck of the plump-stemmers which preceded her. The graceful stem profile is visually linked to the hawse pipes 
by gilt incised scrollwork, while the bowsprit rigging and hardware frame this picture with rare harmony and balance. By this time, 
wooden catheads had all but disappeared and the anchors hung by their rings from compact iron cranes with chain stoppers. The 
windlass is equipped with Wonson’s patent windlass attachment, consisting of two pivot posts mounted forward of the samson 
post. When the two long iron pump brakes were connected by links to the windlass pump, an extra two to six men could assist 
in winding in the anchor cable.
